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MAY SHOW ARTISTS 
NOW ELIGIBLE FOR 
$4,000 IN PRIZES 


Four awards of $1, 000 each have been made available for presentation to 
Western Reserve artists entering this year's 48th annual May Show at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art. Entries in painting, graphic arts, sculpture, and crafts are eligible. 
The $1, 000 prizes will be given at the discretion of the jury. 

The $1, 000 award for painting is made possible by the gift of an anonymous 
donor. The other three awards are being made available from Museum funds. 

Dr. Sherman E. Lee, The Cleveland Museum of Art director, emphasized 
that "The prize money is definitely not a purchase award but is to be given with no 
strings attached. " He added, "This is a new departure for the Museum and it is hoped 
that this experiment with cash awards will provide an incentive for the best artists 
of the Western Reserve to submit their best works. " 

Dr. Lee pointed out that a system of cash awards was in his opinion of 
greater advantage to the artist than so-called purchase awards and that a decision 
to repeat this year's experiment would be reached at the conclusion of the May Show.
